Deacon ruled dad in paternity case 


Elder Robert L. James, pas- 
tor of Mt. Sinai Church of God 
In Christ (COGIC), 1602 Wood- 
land Ave. is not the natural 
father of a 20-month-old boy as 
alleged in a paternity com- 
plaint filed by a former member 
of the church July 23, 1986.

Appeals court reaffirms bias 
rulings against Marzetti Co. 


$500,000 lawsuit 
in federal court

COLUMBUS--Jerry L. 
Doyle, 34, with an eighth-grade 
education, has been in a legal 
battle with his former em- 
ployer, T. Marzetti Company 
since he was fired in March, 
1980 for staying in the rest- 
room for “too long” despite a 
permission by his superyisor. 
Doyle, who has been 
enting himself after being 
turned down by some Colum- 
bus attorneys, said: “I feel 
now about winnifg the 
appeal. The evidence has 
always been there, but they 
didn't see it.” 


Doyle said he feels good 
because on May 12, a three-

judge panel of the Ohio Court 
of Appeals, Tenth Appellate 
District, reversed. an Aug. 11, 
1986 gecision of Franklin 
County Common Pleas Court 
Judge Thomas J. Martin. 

In that decision, Judge Mar- 
tin reversed the Ohio Civil 
Rights Commission's (OCRC's) 
ruling, which found a probable 
cause for employment discrim- 
ination against T. Marzetti 
Company, 3838 Indianola Ave. 
The company manufactures 
salad dressings and other food 
products. 

Judge Martin argued that 
“race was not a consideration 
in Marzetti’s decision to dis- 
charge Doyle.” He said Doyle 
was fired for hampering pro- 
duction, a decision he des-

Data entry student 
killed after lying 
in city intersection 


Charles A. Brown, 19, who 
was a data entry student at PSI, 
340 E. Broad St. lost his life ata 
time when everything was 
going for him, according to his 
uncles, William and Donald 
Brown. 

“He had two girlfriends and 
was caught in the middle of 
obligations to them, plus he 
was unemployed,” the uncle 
said. 

Charles died May 10, after 
lying in the intersection of 
Maynard and Joyce Aves., and 
allowing himself to be run over 
by acar, Columbus police said. 

Charles, of 2442 Winding 
Hills Ct. was killed about 1:07 
a.m. The driver of the car was 
not able to avoid hitting Brown 
and was not charged, police 
said. 

Homicide detectives said 
Brown had argued with one of 
his girlfriends while he was at 
his mother’s house on May- 
nard Avenue. Relatives said 
they heard Charles threaten to 
kill himself. 

Police said the girlfriend and 
two other friends followed 
Charles as he left the house. 
The three saw Charles run into 
the intersection and lie down in 

the path of the oncoming car, 
police said.

” ‘TV in black and white 


It is interesting to see how the 
media respond to an examina- 
tion of their own in-house 
foibles. 

“| don't feel it’s appropriate to 
disodss Personnel matters in the 
néwspapers,”’ Bill Vance, the 
news director at WBNS, says 
when he is questioned about 
persistent rumors that nine-year 
WBNS-TV veteran Sharron Kor- 
negay is on the skids. 

You don't? 

If that is the case, then the 
news station should not report 
the “personnel matters” such as 
the hiring of a school superin- 
tendent, or the firing of a cabinet 
officer, or the suspension of a 
city official accused of sexual 
harassment -- all of which, we 
might add, have been reported 
fecently. 

But, of course, Mr. Vanceis not 
talking about THOSE kind of 
personnel matters: he's only talk- 
ing about personnel matters that 
involve radio and television and 
newspapers. 

Maybe it will help to explain 
our interest.in these matters. 

For one thing, Blacks have his- 
forically been underrepresented 
in the news gathering industry. 
No Black -- other than The Call 
and Post's representative -- is 
covering the statehouse for any 

ajor news outlet, whether print, 

adio or television. Only a hand- 
ful of Blacks are in key positions 
incmedien wy iément + 
Orie, "6 ar-kiowlsdge! in the 
print, radio or television industry 
in Columbus (except, of course, 
for the radio stations appealing 
to Black markets). 

», Thus, the entire media world 
view in Columbus, Ohio and 
pretty much across the state is 
filtered’ through a lens which is 
almost totally white. 


Television, in fact, might be 
one of the better players in this 
Environment. Yet, it seems that 
Blacks who were in anchor posi- 
tions in the key news programs 
are increasingly being replaced 
on the screen -- replaced, usu- 
ally, with the media consultant's 


and \, 


view of “what sells" -- some 
blond-haired, blue-eyed, blow- 
dried model. 

indeed, we are very much con- 
cerned with the evaluative pro- 
cess in the entire television news 

industry, because of its poten- 
tially discriminatory effects. The 
Christine Craft case -- in whicha 
white female was fired, not 
because of her professional 
competence, but because of her 
looks and age -- demonstrates 
the superficiality of an industry 
which is charged with the 
responsibility of giving us the 
news. 

The media consultants seem 
intent on giving the viewers Ken 
and Barbie -- and neither in living 
color. 

There is a deeper question 
than whether any particular per- 
former appears on the news: the 
deeper question -- and it is the 
public's right to know -- is the 
process of deciding who is to be 
employed and retained. Black 
people are victimized by stand- 
ards of what is acceptable which 
are inherently discriminatory — 

and not only (although primarily) 
against Blacks. 

A Black at one of the Colum- 
bus stations asserted, “it's open 
season onus, and nobody seems 
to care." Well, we do care. We do 
not care if people are shifted or 
dismissed for the right reasons -- 
because they are unproductive

utHlowever, it seems that the pro. 
gress Blacks have made in the 
past few years in the media is 
being eroded, in part by this 
increased reliance on thé looks 
of the individual and the elimina- 
tion of the affirmative action 
monitoring by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. 

We are concerned about this, 
and we urge local television sta- 
tions and other media outlets to 
re-evaluate their recruitment and 
hiring policies to ensure that 
Blacks are hired and retained 
based on competence, and not 
some media consultant's view- 
point on what is pretty. 


Senate’s wise move 


“When the Democratically- 
controlled Ohio House of Repre- 
sentatives voted to slash funds 
for the Minority Development 

inancing Commission's loan 
program by 50 percent, we 
expressed outrage. Now that the 
Republican-controlled Senate 
+ agreed to restore the fund- 
ing, we are pleased. 


We applaug the Senate 
Finance Co) ee, chaired by 
en. Stanley Aronoff of Cincin- 
nati, for this concern and com- 
mitment to correct the mistake 
that the House Democrats made. 
As Aronoff pointedly noted in 
his hearing, “the problem wasn't 
created in the Senate.” The 
Democratic majority, in both the 
louse Finance Committee and 
the full House, approved this 
abominable slash.

Such an action sent a chilling 
message to minority businesses 
that their needs and concerns 
Were not deemed as important as 


be a battleground; and it was 
approved in a bipartisan fashion 
in the lower chamber. Yet they-- 
particularly Aronoff--listened to 
the concerns of those gathered 
from across the state, and 
decided to approve the restora- 
tion of the cuts. 


We hope, however that the 
Senate Republicans’ benevo- 
lence does not stop at this one 
program. There are several key 
budgetary matters, including 
$3.4 million in funding for the 
Task Force on Black and Minor- 
ity Health, which remain at issue. 
We would hope that the Senate 
would not take $3 million from 
one program designed to help 
minorities meet their health care 
needs and give it to another pro; 
gram designed to help minorities 
meet their business needs. 


Such an action would be both 
abreach of faith with those 
minority citizens who were so 
concerned about the loan pro- 


foolish approach to meeting the

It's tough competing in 
America. It's tough being @ 
Black man in America. It's 

tough making a living! It's 
tough raising a family with all 
of the demands to feed, shel- 
ter, clothe and educate. It's 
tough sustaining a real 
relationship--marriageor 
otherwise. It's tough paying 
bills and hoping that when 
you're too old to work t hat 
there'll be enough money left 
for you to live on before you're 
put in the ground. 

But inspite of it all, there are 
Black men who don't give sni- 
veling excuses about our lot in 
life, rely on rhetorical 
crutches and most impor- 
tantly, have not resorted to 
criminal activity to survive in 
America. 

Yeah, life may be tough in 
the “joint”, but it’s tough out 
here, too.

Each morning the Barkers 
and their five children get up 
and tend to the farm. Then the 
children go off to school, and, 
upon their return, they com- 
plete the rest of their chores. 
One son will be graduating 
this June and plans to attend 
an agriculture college in North 
Carolina so he can continue 
his parents’ legacy. 

That legacy--for the Barkers 
and for hundreds of other 
Black farmers—is fast becom- 
ing a nightmare. Black farmers 
are losing their land at 2% 
times the rate of white farmers. 
in addition, there are only 181 
Black farmers left in the Uni- 
ted States under the age of 25. 
The Black farmer is, indeed, 
becoming extinct. 

What will help? Increased 
farm loans to Black farmers for 
one thing. In 1982, only 1% of 
farm ownership loans were 
given to African American 
farmers, according to the 
North Carolina-based Rural 
Advancement Fund. For 
another, a more equitable 
sharing of information about 
new agricultural techniques, 
marketing and research by the 
U.S. Agriculture Depariment is 
needed. 

Ata time when sociologists 
and pundits alike have taken 
aim at the African American 
family, and particularly at Afri- 
can American men, we are 
heartened by families like the 
Barkers. For Mr, and Mrs. 
Barker understand their 
responsibilities.

Do politicians care about the constitution?

Memorial Day is an opportunity 
for America to honor her dead. itis 
also a time to pay tribute to those 
Americans who gave up their lives 
to preserve the freedoms guaran- 
teed by the U.S. Constitution. Yet 
many national leaders demon- 
strate little respect for the Consti- 
tution on its 200th Anniversary. 

While suffering a bad case of 
“Wall Street Journal Withdrawal” 
in the Philippines during the 
tenure of former President Ferdi- 
nand Marcos, | learned to appre- 
ciate the Constitution as a living 
document. 

It had been some time since | 
had read the Journal so | was 
ready to settle for anything. ! 
asked the lady at the hotel desk 
where | could buy 4 paper. 
iu Shepointed to some 
machines inithe hotel's lobby. As | 
started in their direction, she 
commented that if | wanted to read 
the truth | should buy a paper trom 
the boys on the streets. She felt the 
other newspapers were merely 
government propaganda. 


This small experience highligh- 
ted the importance of America’s 
free press; Thus the news media 
must take a leadership role in the 
celebration of the 200th Anniver- 
sary of the U.S. Constitution. The 
national media must point out to 
our political leaders that they need 
to show reverence for the 
Constitution. 

There is currently a movement 
afoot to get the U.S. Congress to 
meet in Philadelphia, PA., the 
birthplace of the U.S. Constitu- 
tion, for a 200th Constitutional 
celebration.

Fair housing: another dimension

Housing Amendments Act (S558), which was introduced in the Senate 
on February 19. The bill would aid an enforcement mechanism to the Fair 
Housing Act of 1968 to handle the complaints of housing discrimination 
by racial and ethnic minorities, disabled persons and families with 


children.

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy (D-Mass.) has called housing discrimination 
“American apartheid" which “perpetuates the isolation of minorities.” 

But there is another, broader dimension to the fair housing question 
which touches on the issue of the relationship between employment 
opportunities and housing for Blacks and other minorities. 

Over the last two decades, many industries and businesses have left 
American cities for surrounding suburbs, This trend corresponded wth 
the continued influx of Blacks and other minorities into the industrial 
urban centers. But as Blacks and other minorities sought to follow the 
jobs to the suburbs, too often they found blatant housing discrimination, 
red-lining and the lack of affordable housing near the relocated busi- 
nesses. Thus, unable to move, many workers were forced to travel long 
distances to keep their jobs. Lower-paid workers who could not afford to 


do so were forced to quit, 


The loss of industrial jobs in the inner cities, coupled with the added 
factor of discrimination and other barriers in the suburbs, have contrib- 
uted to the decline of economic prospects for urban minorities. 

Hence, the concept of fair housing must be viewed not only in terms of 


“discrimination, but also in the context of its fundamental relation to 


equal economic opportunity. This analysis is too often overlooked in the 


fair housing debate. 


it is not only important to ensure that all Americans be allowed to live 
where they want, but they must also be abie tolive near where they work. 

There will continue to be economic inequality in this country if, on the 
one hand, some workers are freé to choose where they live and work, 
while others—particularly Blacks and other minorities—are often forced 
by unfair housing practices to live where there is no work.

Moore took dim view of 
family joining church

COLUMBUS-As a form: of 
punishment, Wendell Moore 
reportedly prevented his. wife 
and children from joining 
church, said a friend of the 
Hughes family who asked not 
to be identified. 

This clarification followed a 
television news report stating 
that Moore brought his family 
to church. 

The Call and Post contacted 
Rev. Jerry Carter, pastor of the 
Mt. Period Baptist Church, and 
Jearned that Moore had never 
attended that church and was 
the only family member that 
did not join the children in 
youth related activities. 

Moore's daughters regularly 
attended Sunday School at Mt. 
Period, the pastor said. 

Moore went on a shooting 
spree last Friday morning fol- 
lowing a domestic arguement. 
When the shooting stopped, 
five people were dead and two 


others were injured. 

Dead were Moore's wife, 
Lasonda; daughter, Khisa; 
niece, Tanoa Hughes; and 
brother-in-law, Kenneth 
Hughes, who died Saturday in 
Grant Hospital. Moore used 
the last of the 24 shots fired 
from a .22 caliber gun on 
himself. 

Injured were Moore's daugh- 
ter, Carmen, and Kenneth's 
wife, Debbie. 


During a visit with the 
Hughes and Brown family 
(Kenneth’s in-laws) the source 
learned that Lasonda and her 
two children wanted to “unite 
with the Mt. Period Baptist 
Church family, but Wendell 
prevented them from doing so 
as a means of punishment.” 

This tragedy is causing area 
ministers to rethink the way 
they counsel families who are 
having domestic disputes.

Channel 6 General Manager 
Chuck Wing denied that there 
was any negative motive sur- 
rounding Sneed, who he 
praised as an exceptional 
employee. Wing said that the 
decision to move Sneed was 
based on the expansion of his 
responsibilities in other areas. 

“Calvin Sneed is doing an 
excellent job for us," Wing 
said, noting that his contract 
does not expire until June, 
1988. The removal of Sneed 
from the morning slot, Wing 
said, would allow him to do 
more consumer reporting. 

Some Blacks at the two sta- 
tions, speaking not for contri- 
bution, disputed the published 
reports of Wing and Vance.

casters. Another, while not 
going that far, asserted that the 
FCC “certainly is not the same 
kind of regulatory agency that 
it was in the 1960s and 1970s.” 

The industry is, by its nature, 
interested in those who are 
photogenic, and often that 
seems to screen out Blacks, 
one reporter said. 

“The very camera we use is 
designed to seek the light and 
balance based on white,” a 
reporter said. On the camera 
light meter, “black is zero and 
white is 10.” 

Some of the Black reporters 
believe that there is a clear 
pattern of elimination or reduc- 
tion of the.roles of Black on-air 
personalities at the news 
stations. 

“It's open season on us, and 
it seems like nobody cares,” 
the reporter said.

Rev. Keith Troy, pastor of the 
New Salem Baptist Church, 
indicated that the Moore shoot- 
ings “continue to underscore 
the need for the church to be 
involved in the holistic minis- 
try. The church should be sup- 
portive of families and help 

them make sense out of the 
stress that occurs.” 

“Domestic violence is a 
major issue in our society, and 
dealing with it should be high 
priority of the church,” Troy 
concluded.

Revitalization of Near Eastside 


eyed by I-670 corridor officials

From his office in the midst 
»f the Columbus Area Chamber 
»f Commerce, former city 
jevelopment official Stephen 
Sheek puts together two card- 
0ard plats which map the revi- 
alization of a neighborhood. 

On One, there is the Near 
Eastside development plan, 
already approved by the City of 
Columbus, whichshows 
lownhouse and office devel- 
spment along the rebuilt and 
renamed Martin Luther King 
Dr., the gateway to the Near 
Eastside from I-71. 

On the other, there is the 
map of the area immediately 


north of the Mt. Vernon Ave. 
area, which shows the indus- 
trial park which the 1-670 corri- 
dor committee is attempting to 
develop. 

“A lot of people like to live 
near where they work,” Cheek 
said, adding, “if you want this” 
-- pointing to the housing and 
commercial development of 
the Mt. Vernon Ave. area -- 
“you've got to have this,” the 
industrial park which would be 
nestled in the northern |-670 
mid-corridor area. 

Ever since its creation in 
1984, the |-670 Corridor Com- 
mittee has been the subject of 
intense interest. The commit- 


tee, on which seven of the 13 
members are Black, is charged 
with developing a nine-mile 
swath of the city from the Ohio 
Center downtown to the air- 
port and beyond. 

When the committee was 
originally created in 1984, as 
the extension of the Chamber 
of Commerce's |-670 commit- 
tee which dealt with relocation, 
it carried the hopes of many 
Near Eastside Blacks that it 
would begin, with its own 
funds, to redevelop a Near 
Eastside suffering from years 
of neglect.

the creation of its water 
resources development pro- 
gram, whose purpose is to train 
CSU students to meet the 
water needs of the world. 

The Water Resources Devel- 
opment Center at CSU was 
created by a legislative appro- 
priation in 1985. Since then, 
CSU has begun the creation of 
a curriculum within the univer- 
sity to train graduates in water 
resource management, a field 
in which there have historically 
been very few minorities. 

For the past two years, CSU 
has also been developing ties 
to programs around the worid 
to assist in the development of 
the program. Central State has 
already entered into a coopera- 
tive relationship with the Ohio 
State University to allow CSU 
students to take classes at the 
Ohio State University in the 
area of water resources 
development. 

Now, the university will be 
utilizing its funds to develop 
faculty, and acquire a library 
and laboratory equipment, 
according to Don Anderson 
with Robert Teater and Asso- 
ciates, who assisted CSU in 
developing the water resour- 
ces program. 

“We're going out of the 
development stage, and mov- 
ing into the implementation 
stage,” Anderson said, noting 
that coursework has already 
begun to be offered. Classes 
are being taught by faculty on 
loan from the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers.

Water-Resources Center at _ 


CSU, “management plays @ 
major rote” in water resources 
problems, which include not 
only shortages but floods and 
poor quality: 

“People think in terms of 
shortage as the water prob- 
lem,” Smith said. “But you can 
also have too much.” 

Historically, the primary 
means to address water prob- 
lems have been through the 
building of dams and other 
engineering solutions. How- 
ever, Smith asserted, “engi- 
neering solutions often fail,” 
because they do not take into 
account the economic, social 
and cultural environment. The 
water resources development 
program was designed to 
accomplish the goal of expand- 
ing the supply of quality water 
through solutions which 
incorporate those factors. 

The participation of the 
Israeli government is thus key 
to the success of the program. 
Through its use of advanced 
irrigation and other tech- 

iques, the Israeli government 
has been very successful in 
making the nation extend its 
scarce water resources to pro- 
duce so much food that it is 
now an exporter, rather than 
importer, of food. 

The program at CSU “has 
added a whole new dimension 
to the school,” said Richard 
Norman, vice-president of 
administration at Central 
State. “This program is a very 
high priority program with the 

university.”
